Payment of Members Endorsed by a 
Narrow MnjorKy After Brisk 
DlscasBlon- 



Increase of Naval Reserve Proposed 
—A Necessity to Meet the 
Waste of War. 

LoNDO.v, March 22, — William Allan, 
Radical Commoner for Gateshead, moved 
this evening in the house that tho members 
receive payment for their services. Ho re- 
minded the house that a timliar resolution 
was padted in the session of 1892, with the 
government's approval, atthough no snbso- 
({uent action bad been taken. Tho country 
would not objoot, he said, to tho small ad- 
ditional taxation necessary to cover mem- 
bers' salaries. 

Sir H. Stafford Northoote, Conservative 
member far Exeter, ofTdred an amendment 
to the tirocb that further burdens should 
nob be imposed nn the nation. 

Sir William Haroourt, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, said tho payment of members 
was the logical outcome of tho ex- 
tension of tho Euflrage. Tho house 
was now too much of one class. 
He repudiated tho suggostion that tho pay- 
ment of the members would lead to corrup- 
tion and tho eleotion of unfair men. The 
demoorsuy might be trusted, he said, to 
prevent such evils. Tho proposal was wise 
and expedient and its execution would con- 
duce to the honor of tho house. Ho prom- 
ised to advance it in every way poaaible. 

Mr. GoBohon, chancellor of the exchequer 
under Lord Salisbvry, opposed tho motion. 
He was proud to bo acquainted with the 
genuine Lt.bor members now in tho house, 
but the payment of members would lower 
the statns of parliament and taint the parity 
of public life without inoreasing the number 
of workingmen in the Commons. 

Sir Stafford Northoote's amendment was 
lost and Mr. Allan's motion was passed by a 
vote of 17(i to 158. 

THE NAVAL UK.SEBVE. 

In tho Houso of Lords to-day Lord 
Brasaey commented upon the insutliolent 
number of men available for manning the 
oavy, and proposed that tho naval 
reserve bo raised to 50,000 men 
Although, he said, the navy was never 
so well prepared as at the present, 
tho margin for waste is Dot aniHcient, and ia 
far boblnd that of the French navy. Earl 
Spencer, first Lord of the Admiralty, agreed 
with Lord Brasaey that it is Decessary to 
strengthen the reserve so as to be ready for 
the waste of war. Tho admiralty committee 
will soon present a report dealing with the 
question.

Bpain I* namble. 

London, March 22. — Tho Central News 
oorreapondenb in Madrid sayD : " The 
leading politicians here are nob inciineu io 
the idea of iettlog the AUianoa affair result 
iu a serious diffsronoe between Spain and 
the United States, The matter ought to be 
adjusted easily unless the United States in- 
sists upon demands iojurions to Spain's 
dignity. Spain ia most anxious to main- 
tain the friendship of thcso two countries 
and would oven pref jr to waive an over- 
dose inveatigation and accept the Washing- 
ton view rather than risk a quarrel. Some 
of the leading journals argue in this spirit 
with a view to preventing public indigna- 
tion in c\ao the government yield to the 
United States." 

OOlelally Admitted. 

Madrid, March 22. — It was officially an- 
nounced to day that a boat belonging to the 
missing cruiser Reina Regents had been 
found on the beach near Malaga. 

Hngar and Spirit Pretcetlon. 

Berlin, March 22. — The ooanoil has re- 
jected Count Eanilz's grain noBopoly pro- 
posal on tho ground that It is Inoonsistont 
with tho present poeition of the State in tho 
matter of production, trade and traffic. The 
council recommends the protection of sugar 
and spirit) produotion, and favors bl-metal- 
lism.

Madrid, March 22 — Tho (^'joon Regent 
reooived Senor Sagaata soverul timon to day 
but was unable to orrango with bim for a 
now cabinoli.

after submitting to the authorities had been 
brought to Apia on board a British ship, the 
oaptain of whiah, pointing to the British 
flag, declared that he would be safe there- 
under, whilo notwithBtanding this asBuranco 
Mataafa waa Bonb to the Marshall islands, 
Sir K Iward Grny answered that the captain 
of the British ship had only promised Ma- 
taafa that his life would be spared and had 
not taken any part in bin deportation. The 
latest advloes from Samoa, Sir lOdward said, 
conveyed the information that all of tho do- 
ported chiefs were well treated and that ar- 
rangements bad been made for tlieir families 
Co join them.

questions. Already, ho added, several 
repreaentationa had bean made to the Porte 
regarding oaaes of hardship and illtreatment 
whioh had been broaght to the attention of 
the British anthqtitlea,

A new request ia being addresaed to tho 
European powers to intervene and procure 
an Immediate peace. 

RebellUn In China, 

London, March 22, — Tha Times corres- 
pondent in Hongkong says there is a rebel- 
lion in Muiuka and tho nearby towns in tho 
southweatern part of Kwang Tung. Tho 
rebels repulsed a punitive exhibition from 
Canton with heavy loss. It is now intended 
to besiege Muiuka, 

Drowned From a Warstalp. 
HONO EoNB, March 22,— Advices re- 
ceived from Wei-ffai-Wei, state that during 

the recent storm in that harbor, while the 
British fl ot wero going to anchor, a big 
wave boarded the flagship Centurion and 
drowned a seaman. In the confusion that 
ensued the flagship collided with a warship 
and damaged her bow plates. Both vessels, 
however, snooeeded in getting to sea after 
narrowly escaping Btraoding on the lee 
shore.

"Key West, Port 
Tampa, ond tho smaller porta are awarming 
with Cuban revolutionists, and arma and 
ammunition arc being ahippcd to Cuba 
dally despite the vigilaaoo of the Spanish. 
There is but one topic of conversation in 
Havana, and that is the war. The trouble 
is only beginning."

Vamcouveb, Muroh 2-2.— Polioo Migia- 
trato Manaon arrived from tho North to-day 
with the Btory of another romarkablo ahoot- 
ing caao In which ho participated, and bring- 
ing in irons a man called Jamea Lobb, aliaa 
jamea Gooner. Oa Tueaday last, while the 
poIIoB boat Stella vtaa tied up at Valdcz 
laland, this man oamo aboard and asked aov- 
•ratl unimportant queotiona, giving hia name 
SI James Gosner. Mr. Manaon, who aaw 
that the man was in dletresa of some kind, 
Mked him to dinner ; hia guest chatted in- 
telligently on the relations of labor and capi- 
tal, Rod after dinner Baked if ho might re- 
main on board daring the night as he had 
no place to go and waa oat of work. Tbo 
■tranger, D. B. Loiv (the engineer), John J. 
Qtaat and Mr. Manaon aab in the engine 
room smoking and chatting ; Goener talked 
»good deal aboat the Salvation Army, and 
acted In a manner altogether rational until 
dnring a Inll in the oonveraation be 
taid tnddenly, vithoab previonaly lead- 
ing np to the remark and aa if talking 
to himself, " lb ia a matter of life and death 
ivlthme." Mr. Manson asked him what 
won the matter that he should use auoh lan- 
■:^Bgp, and if ho had got into any aorape ? 
Ho said " No," and was partioular in do- 
scribing how ho had reached Valdez island. 
As it waa 11 o'clock at night and his boat 
w&a going to start at li in tho morning, Mr. 
MdUBon took tho lantern and went out to 
got ft blanket and pillow for tho stranger, 
Low and Grant partially undressing and ly- 
ing on their bunkR in tho engine room. 

When outside Mr. Manaon hoard a shot, 
and cried out " Whal'a tho matter in there V 
Ho got no anawer, bub heard another shot, 
Holding tho lantern to his aido under his 
arm he camo to tho engine-room door, but 
*3 soon as ho opened it the lantoru waa 
imashod by another bullet that must have 
gone very cloae to hia body. Tho prisoner, 
standing In the centre of tho room, five 
times pulled the trigger, bub twloa tho cap 
only snapped ; Grant waa badly wounded in 
tha leg, bat Low and Mr. Manson miracu- 
losily eacaped. During the firing the 
itranger did nob say a word. 

Ur. Manaon alippad off his shoes and kept 
iatheabadows for an hour and a half. 
Jterlng that time the stranger hold them in 
terror. The ha atepped oS the boat to the 
whaif, and Mr. Manaon, creeping along la 
the ahadowa, alippad on to the wharf too 
»nd let go the linea. lEbe tide aoon drifted 
the boat oat and Mr. Manaon rowed ta the 
SMffeit Indian reaerve in the darkneaa and 
Monrlng the help of two trusty Indiana, 
•gain rowed along the beaoh, where with 
Mr. Walker the aoheol teacher, they aoon 
apied the atranger aitting between two 
bonldera. They pretended to be fiahiog, 
and bastenlDg to the Indiana told them 
tvhere their man was. The Indians strolled 
near the stranger with their guns, pretend- 
ing to hunt, and asked Goanor to breakfast 
ifith them. Ho consented and as aoon as 
thoy could got one on each aido of him, ac- 
cording to Mr. Manson'a inatructioof, they 
pinioned him. 

Grant, tho injured man, was brought to 
tho hoapital here. His wound ia abovo tho 
knee and is yery dangerous. All morning 
»be doctors have boon probing for tho bullet 
in vain, aa it haa taken an upward oourso 
along the bone, and aa tha wound has only 
besu partially attended to ainoo Tuesday 
ihore arc fears of blood poisoning. An ox- 
imination of the prisoner's efTeota proves 
him to be James Lobb, formerly of Kam- 
loops, where ho was at one time a special 
constable. He has given no reason for tho 
ihooting, tbo only time be has spoken since 
the arreab being shortly after the Indiana 
firat aeized him, when he aald " Have I 
killed anyone ! "

when tho Council doonia it undesirable to ox- 
pond for auoh purpoao tho monoy borrowed, to 
placo before tho ratupayorsa by-law providing 
for tho expundiiig of such sum of money for 
some othor purpoeo ; 

Ain»\mKRKA8 the said Corporation of the 
City of Victoria has a snm of ten thousand 
doIlaiB on hand which haa boon borrowed for 
the parpoeo ot establishing a crotnatory by the 
authority ot a loan by-law kuov.-n aa the 
" Cromatory By-Law," No. 127 ; 

And wrbrbas the Council of the Corpora,

Armenian Agritation Beriyed — The

London, March 16 — Tho rumor about 
Lord Koaobsry'B Impendint; resignation 
wiiioh wag mentioned laab San (Uy found ito 
way to the pabUo here and eojoyed a brief 
thongh exoitiog ran. lb ia noir tre»t«d m 
quite devoid o{ fonndatlon, but it !i ai well 
not to he too sure of that. There is muob 
more ((oiog od ineide the oabinot than tneeta 
the eye, and an eruption of aome torb wbioh 
oiuBfc obsDge a gciod many things now re- 
garded aa fixtnres la extremely probable. 
.Even tlioae wlio are most positive that Lord 
Koaebery never bad tho idea cf rotiricf; 
wear an abatraoted, fnr-awuy luuk when the 
aubjaob of Gladstone'a return from tho 
Riviera ia broaobod. Tho sudden revival 
of offioial poundioe on the big Ar- 
meniiiu drum looks mii^htily if 
gomcthiog uciiiiual, not to Buy extraor- 
dinary, wna beginning to bo cxpeotod 
from the G.O 41. That is pro oniluontly 
hla Bubjjot, and it neoda no ubnormiilly 
ahrowd eye to doteob in Lord Rosobary'a 
jouruttliatio drummers a norvoua anxiuty 
lost when Mr. Gladstone cornea buck he may 
bo ablo lo auy thut otiiciul llboraliam hua 
failed in iia duty to tho outraged Ar- 
menians It would need littlo more to 
start a terrid&d whisper coursing through 
ofTicialdom that he Intenda coming back, 
brushing Lord Rosebory out of the way 
and Boizmg tho Promiorabip uguio, with Ar- 
menia aa un oloctriaal fighting cry to go to 
the country with. His hcalih and spirits 
are exoallont and he oiin saa as well as over 
ho oould. There ia more doubt about hia 
hearing. If he has gone doaf, aa aome say, 
that settluB the qucstioa of tila return to 
power. If he has not, there may bo easily 
notable oport ahead. 

Tho Spo'Jkkorabip suceession has developed 
into a desperately-involved |muddle, which, 
whatever turn it now takes, must have a 
profound efToob on British poiitica. 
The obvious man for tho place was 
Courtney, who ia a queer sort of com- 
bination of learned profsssor and inoor- 
rnptiblo hayseed politician Ail Bidei 
admit from experience of him ae oliaif- 
man of committees that, so far as personal 
qualifications go, ho ia altogether the Qttost 
man to ho Speaker. Polltioally, however, 
it ia a diEfarent matter. He went off with 
the Liberal Uoionista in .1886, for which 
some Rsdioala — among tiiem litbouohire— 
have never forgiven him. Oa the other 
hand, lie iiaa atnoe diaplayed ao much inde- 
pendence of Tory dictation that tho Tory 
party dlalilcea liim intenaely and deolaree to 

E refer an oat-and-oob Liberal rather than 
tm. Thia of Itielf Iiad nob nattered ao 
mnoii if tho Liberals had adopted him and 
tlie Liberal Unionists had atood by him, but 
Chamberlain at oooe betrayed bis own fol- 
lowera and haa led a conaidorablc proportion 
•f Unioniata to join tho Tories in opposition 
to Conrtney. Under thoao olrouuiutances 
Courtney has deoUned to stand. 

But there the trouble only beglna. Har- 
court and hia group tf sympathizers in the 
cabinet have been in favor cf Courtney ; 
what may bo described as tho Roiebery fao- 
tlon in the ministry want to put Campbell- 
Bannerman, the present secretary of war, 
Into the plaoe, and he, for soma roaaon hard- 
ly obviouB, Is a hot oandldato for the ofOce, 
The Torioa have a candidate of their own, 
but they are suspiclonsly willing to drop 
him and muke CimpboU Binnerman'a oloc- 
tion unanimous, if tho cabinet will adopt 
him as the ofliolal candldkte. This reduces 
tho whole thing to an intrigue between the 
managing politicians of the two partioa, and 
honest men of all parties are furfoua it tho 
prospect!. I have given this space to the 
Bubjecs because, taKen In oonnootion with 
tho sharp fight that hai broken out In the 
Leamington Division batweeL: tho Torioa and 
the Uaionlsta as to tho reversion of the neat 
which Peel will leave vacant next month, it 
seems liliely to involve very large partisan 
oompiioatiens, wbioh may nob only break 
the ministry, but quite re- arrange Koglish 
party allianoes. 

The Continental news of tlils week ia all 
of a peaoefttl, almost pnrriO!; character. 
Jules Simon has filled a page uf La Figaro 
with the warmest kind of eul.gies of Wil- 
liam II, as tho ideal of what a modern Em- 
peror should be, filled witb a psaaionate de- 
sire for peace, and, above all, devoted to 
sympathetic etndy of French literatnre and 
admiration for the Frenob people. This 
view of the Kaiaer aeems nob nnlikely to 
roob itself firmly in the Fi>??:ch imagination. 
O^bey are certainly greatly interested in him. 
If the fact may be miationed without of- 
fense, a small book of mine on the Emporor 
has sold more in the French translation than 
the original did either in Eaglnnd- or in 
America. This present amiable v/xvd ovon 
enibraccB llnly ua well, where King Hum- 
bort haa juat sot lit liborly iv French diptain 
convicted aud imprisoned ior oapionago. iSo 
it looks as if the Juno gathering ol nationa 
at tho I^ultlc Canul will wear quite the sem- 
blanco of a love foaat. 

Tlio poi'Biblo drawbacks aro that before 
Juno th 'Arnienlun trouble may huvo pro- 
cipitatnd K iropoan action of Bomo uort, and 
that Japau'd terms of peace nuiy have 
brought either l^uasia alone or a, combina- 
tion of powers to the point; of intervention. 
Both (lueoiiotia hunt; lilto clouda on tho 
horizin. No ono can auy that thoy r.ecea- 
aarlly moan u atorm, but they niuat; bo a 
certain caution to men's minds till thoy aro 
cleared away. Ic ia notiooablo that the 
Rusaian papers this past v/cck have been 
allowed to talk much moro boldly about 
RuBsia's olaima and Intentions in tho fur 
Kut than horotcfjre, iind that thoao artiulos 
convey a general anti K iglieh Iniproaaiou not 
before given, 

With to-day tho great boot and thoo lock- 
out oulminatea, anrl fully 200,000 operatives 
ot all grades are out of employment, Ouly 
three centres of the induatrv— Stafford, 
Norwich and Bristol— in allEigland are 
keeping their faotoriea open, and these are 
not very Importasb axoeptions. The dispute 
ia 80 strictly teobnioal that there is no public 
feeling whatever on either side. It happens, 
'however, that the chances of commotion 
and of collision witb the authorities are 
much greater than in other alrlkaa, where 
tho populor sentiment waa deeply enlisted. 
Tho flhoo towns of tho Midlands are spooial- 
ly given to rough horaoplay, which easily 
couverta itaelf into mob violence. Nearly a 
thouaand Northampton operativoa belong to 
tho militia, and tho town authoritlou are 
oonelderlng a requoab to tho government to 
advance the local annual training from May 
to April, ao that thoy can do their service 
with tho colore during their enforced idle- 
noaa. Thia eugtseatlon orlglnatod in tho 
trndoa union, and some doubt whether it 
han no*- tho ulterior purpose of filling the 
ranks of tho militia uc tho critioal period 
with sympathizara. All the manufaoturors 
In tho afTeotcd distriots who hold muuloipal 
ofliuoB aro reaigniug in order not to preju_ 
dice any poatible call for military aid tc fie\

THB BURNISO QUESTION. 

The Manitoba eohool question will, no 
doubt, for acme time to oome be tho prin 
cipal topio cf political dUoneslon in every 
province of the Dominion. There are many 
whose intentions are good wlio will repre* 
asnb it as a question in wtiioh the religions 
lit>erty of the inhabitantB of Manitoba ia in 
rolved, and there are others who, In order 
to farther their politioal ends, will endeavor 
to Tue It for the purpose of stirring up 
reUglons strife, and of inoreasing and in 
tonalfylDg leotarian bitterness. Sensible 
people who love peace and who want to see 
jastico done (vonld do well to bo on their 
gnard agskinBt both olasaes of agitators, 

The question really at issue is the rights 
of the minority in Manitoba, no matter 
whether that minority is Frotestant or 
Catholio. The minority in Manitoba hap' 
pens to be Roman Catholic, but the mln 
ority in Quebec is Proteatanb, and one of 
the objeots of the Constitation of the Do- 
niaion ia to preserve the rights of the min 
ority let its creod t>e what it may. 

It will no doabt be asserted that the 
action of the Government is an invasion of 
Provincial rights. Bub it ia no auoh thing 
Whon Manitoba entered tho Dominion it 
did BO under certain conditiona. Ic made 
an agreement and it ia bound by artiolca of 
that agreement. Aa long as Manitoba la 
reqnired to do nothing more than It 
is bound to do by the conditions of onion 
it b foolish as well as untrue to say that its 
rights are invaded. In ordinary buainoes 
men are expeoted <kB a matter of course to do 
what the agreemonta they make stipulate, 
(The man who, when asked to live up to his 
agreement, complains that his liberty is in 
terfered with «nd bis rights invaded, would 
ba laughed at by some and condemned by 
others. As It is with individuals so it ia 
with communitioa, whether wo call them 
nations or provincoB. Ihcy are under a 
moral obligation of the strongest kind to 
Iceep the oovenauts they make. 

Now, when the Province of Manitoba en 
tered the Dominion it made an agreement 
with tho Djminion. That agreement, ii 
this inatancB, is called an " Act "— 
tho Manitoba Act. That Act con 
tained provisions intended to protect 
and preserve the rights of tho 
minority in the matter of eduoabion. Here 
is what the Manitoba Act provides with re- 
spect to denominational schools. Section 22 
reads : 

In and for the province the said Legisla 
tare may exoluaively make laws in relation 

to oduoation, eubjeot and according to the 
lollowin^ provisiona : 

(1. ) Kothing in any such law ahall prr ju- 
dicially affoct any riwht cr privilega with ro- 
ipoob to deuomiaational acltoola which any 
class of porBona have by law or pruotico in 
tho province at tho Union. 

(2 ) An appeal ahall lie to the Governor 
(!eneral-in. Council from any Act or dociaion 
of tho Leglaluture of tho province or of any 
provincial &uthority affecting any right or 
privilege of the Protestant or Roman Cath' 
olio minority of the Qaeen's subjects in rela- 
tion to oduoation. 

This Boema very plain. ]<y tho Canstitutlonal 
Act of tho Provinco of Manitoba ita Logiala- 
ture waa invested with the power of making 
laws with regard to education, But this 
power was not absolute and in the matter of 
ednoation tho Logialaturo wos not auprcmo. 
Ita power was aubjoot to limitation and Pro- 
tostanta or Roman Catliolica who found 
thomBelvoB aggnowBii hy any Ail or ilccininii 
of lilt Leijinlature or of any provincial 
authority had the right to appeal from the 
Logialaturo to the Governor- General in 
Council. Tho men who drew up thia pro- 
vision of tho agreement and who agreed to It 
kneiv what they were doing. They foroaaw 
that the majority, which, whon tho law wao 
enacted, was Homnn Catholio, might act un- 
justly towards the minority and they oense- 
quontly provided what they considered a 
remedy for any injustice that might he in- 
flicted. 

Thie waa agreed to by tho ropreaontalivea 
of tho people and baoanio part of tho law of 
tho Province. No attempt haa boon made 



since Manitoba joined the Confederation to 
got this part of the Conatitutlonal Act re- 
pealed. It remains to this day in full force. 

The Grab school law of the Province eatab- 
liahed separate ichoola. It was enacted in 
1871 and remained in operation until 1890. 
In the latter year a new law was .enaotod 
wliich abolished the separate schools and set 
up an uadenominational system in its stead. 
The Roman Catholloa of tho Provinco and 
some others did nob like tho new 
law as, in their opinion, ib took 
from them rights and privileges which 
were secured to them by the Oonstitntlon. 
They therefore had the constitutionality of 
the law toated. As they could not prove 
that at tho Union they had denominational 
Bchoola they lost their suit. The Judicial 
Commibteo of the Privy Goanoil deoided 
that the Legislature of Manitoba did what 
was within its power when it enaoted the 
School Aoli of 1890. 

The Roman Catholic minority then ap- 
poaled to the Governor-General-in-Cnuncil 
against the aob of the Legislature as they 
considered they had a right to do onder sub- 
section 2 of the Manitoba Act quoted above. 
Their right to appeal was questioned and 
a case was made out and submitted to the 
Supreme Court of tho Dominion and tho 
Judicial Coiiimlttoo of tho Privy Council, 
Both conrts deoided that the minority has 
under the Constitution a right to appeal to 
tho Governor-General in Council. So far, 
as tho reader aoos, no violence was done to 
tho rights of tho muj^ilty of tho Inhabitanta 
of Manitoba. All tho partii's concerned 
kept well within tho four coruors of tho 
Conatltutlon. 16 now remains for ua to see 
whether or not the Governor-General in 
Council waa acting within bis oonstltutional 
powers in taking action upon tho appeal, 
When tho intolllgoat reader atudios Sub- 
section 3 of tho Manitoba Act ho will not, 
wo think, have any doubt on this point, 
This ia tho text of tho aubaeotion : 

In case any auoh Provincial law ae 
from time to timo seema to the Governor- 
General In Council rcquiaite for the due 
execution of the provisions of thia section 
ia not made, or In case any deoision 
of the Govsmor-Generai-in-Councll on any 
appeal under thia section is not duly ex- 
ecuted by the proper Provincial authority 
in that behalf then, and in every such oase, 
and as far only as the oitoamatanoas of eaoh 
case may requirOi the Parliament of Canada 
may maice remedial laws for the dne exeon> 
tion of the provisions of this seotlon, and of 
any decision of the Govemor-General-in- 
Counoil under this section. 

Here the reader aeca that tho law pre- 
dumea that the Governor-Gooeral-in-Council 
does take action on tho appeal, aa ib directs 
what atepi are to be taken if the Provincial 
authorities refuse to oarry out or negleot the 
recommendation of the Government. It ia 
devoutly to be hoped that there will be no 
oauee to put this section in operation. 

So far then, aa all must admit, nothing 
has been done that in the e'Ighteab degree 
interferes with the righta and powers and 
privileges of the Province of Manitoba, and 
we believe nothing of the tcind ia contem- 
plated. 

A PHAOTIOAL TEST. 

If the politloal economists could only make 
np their minds to lay down their text books 
for a little while, and etudy tho problem 
givon them by tho Nelson Tribune, their 
time would be well spent. Mining in the 
Kootenay country baa jaat now to contend 
with many difficulties, and In order to get a 
good atart tho Industry needs encourage- 
ment. The duty on lead, as far aa it goea, 
helpa tho miners, as it enables them to com- 
pote with some hope of success with the 
cheap lead produced in Mexico. But the 
free traders would allow lead from Mexico 
and the United States to come into Canada 
free, while the Canadian lead is kept out of 
the United States by a heavy 
duty, Putting lead on tho free 
Hat would be to make a present 
of the Canadian market to the Americana 
and the Mexicans, and the difficulties and dis- 
advantagea of the Canadian producers of 
lead would be greatly increased. Would 
tho nice littlo book economistB make load 
free and starve the Canadian, or would they 
disregard their booka for onoe and keep the 
duty on and increase it } Here is a practical 
question for them. How would they deal 
with it 1 Would they think more of their 
theory than they do of the welfare of their 
country'; It ia oaay to boo what practical 
men would do, and it la easy also to aeo how 
they will vote whon tho queation of froo 
trade or protection is submitted to them at 
the pclla. 



A POPULIST STATE. 

Mr. Lowolling, late Poguliat Governor of 
Ivaneas, dooa not give a very cheerful 
dosorlptlon of tho condition of that State, 
lb Is immersed in debt, Tho atato, muni- 
cipal, railway and individual debts, secured 
by mortgage, repreaent a liability of $500 for 
every woman, man and child in Kansas, 
Mr. Lowelling adda the railway debt to the 
por capita liability, and cxcuaesthe addition 
by tho pica that tho Intoroat upon thia debt 
ia a burden upon tho induatry of individuala. 
Ho points out, too, that while the debt has 
been Increaaiog, the capacity to pay the 
debt haa been decreasing. When many of 
these llabllitiea wore aaaumod, tho Kan- 
aaa farmer could ^buy five dollars with 
two saoka of wheat, Now, if ho wants five 
dollara, ho muat pay aix or seven aacka of 
wheat for it. When he went into debt, one 
horse waa considered good oollateral security 
for a loan of $G0. Now the man who -lends 
SCO wants a chattel mortgage on five or six 
horses. 

There are no ongle aoroama In Governor 
Lowolllng'a doaoription of tlio actual condi- 
tiona of life surrounding tho avoraee man 
and the average woman in a ^rcat atato of 
the American Union. By way of proving 
that hia effort Is not a dream cf atatiatice, 
bub a sober reality, ho oitoa the fact that 
mortgages aro being foreoloaod and Kanaaa 
people turned out of houao and homo at tho 
rate of ten thousand per annum. 



AN BRVPTION. "

Tho capitals, however, aro ita own. It re- 
quired a minimum of intellectual exertion 
to underline a number of words in an 
artiolo.

' . Smeltiug- Fully Realized by the 
Miuiugf f I'tiys. 

BnsinesB Like Manaqfpmcat of the f ih t 
Bay Couceru— The luexhansti- 
bio Ore Supply. 



The auartiog up of tho smaltor at Pilot 
Bay, bo which leveral reterenoes have al- 
ready been made in theae eolumni, la reoog* 

nized by the mining press of Kootenay as 
an ereot of tho greatest importanca to the 
mineral industry. The following ia part of 
the Nelson Tribune's notisa :— 

In the winter of 1S91 92 work waa oom- 
menoed at Pilot Bay in clearing a site for a 
gmelter and building a wharf. Several of 
tho buildings wore erected and part of the 
machinery purchased and delivered on the 
ground during 1892 and 1893, but for some 
reason all wark waa suspcaded for a time. 
In July of laat year work waa resumed, and 
on Saturday, tho 9 h inttanb, the smelting of 
oro bcoimo an actual industry in British Col- 
umbia. 

The worliB at Pilot Bty are as complete os 
any in the United States, and comprise a 
200 ton concentrator, four 12 ton rovorbora- 
tory wroastere, lOO ton wotor jacket furnace, 
a machine shop, a blackumltb shop, an assay 
ollico, and a business office ; all lighted by 
electricity. Power is furnished by 
three engines and two 100 horso power 
boilers. Cii'ircoal is burned in three 
kilns, diotunt a few hundred yards from the 
smelter buildings. At proaent the ore suj)- 
ply conies from tho B uo Boll mine, opposite 
Ainsworth and about eight miles up tho lake 
from the smelter, and from the No. 1 mine 
at Ainsworth, both Bupplyiog tho needed 
dry oro. Tho bulk of tho oro from the Blue 
Bell is firab concentrated, and tho concon- 
tefttes.roasted. No flux is rtquirjd other 
than lime rock, the Blue Boll ore carrying 
an ezoeea of iron. Tbo furnace ia not run 
at full blast, owing to the crew being green 
handa; .but. they occasionally handle them- 
selvea aa if trained to tho buainaaa. On 
Wednesday the night shift ran through 43 
tona^ and the daily average ia not far from 
80 tooa. This does nob inolade the fnel, of 
wihich twelve tona of ooke and three tona of 
oharooal are nsed daily. The bullion is rnn 
into lOO-ponnd bars, the dally output being 
from 17 to 18 tons. Of the slag, about 10 
per cent, it matter, wbiob ^is broke up and 
rnn through a crusher, then re reaated and 
re-ameited. 

Ones the orew geta broke in, the furnace 
will bo run to ita full o»paoify, 100 toca 
daily. Everything even now ia running 
smoothly, and there is not likely to be any 
trouble aa long as the works are in charge of 
Superintendent Gordon, ^\ho has in foremen 
Otto Aballng and Edward Kenyon men who 
thoroughly understand the practical work- 
ing of ooncentratura and furnaces, and in 
Franklin Wilson, an expert assayer. Tho 
busloosB end of the works is run by A. B. 
Hendryi, assisted by D. W. Clark, cashier 
and bookkeeper. At the Blue Bell mine H. 
Stevenson ia foreman. 

"Both the smelter and the mine are owned 
by tho Kcotonay Mining <fc Smelting Com 
pany, which is organizad under tho laws cf 
New Jersey. The capital stock of tho com- 
pany is $2,250,000, and is held mainly by 
E. W. Herriok, president, who lives at Min- 
neapolis, and by A. B. Hendryx, treoeurer 
and general manager, of New Haven, Con- 
necticut, who is now living at Pilot Bay. 
R. P. Rlthet, of Victoria, is vioa-preaident. 
[The company has 140 men on ita pay roll, 
some of whom are, however, only tempor- 
arily employed on outside work. If an- 
other furnace is added, which ia not at all 
nniikely at no distant date, about 200 men 
will be permanently employed. Aa soon as 
the oatput of bullion amounts to forty tons a 
day, a refinery will be erected at some point 
in Eaatern Canada. For the present, tho 
bnllion will be shipped to Aurora, Illinois, 
»&d the firali carload was bronght to Nelson 
to-day oh the steamer Nehon. 

(The Nelson Miner has thia to say : 

"During his management of the mine Mr. 
Stevenson waa fortunate enough to discover 
in tho main tunnel a very valuable Beui.'n of 
high grade cnppor ore, giving returns of 
from 11 to 26 per cent, of copper. The 
vein ia siifcot ten inches in width. The 
company rightly prizes this find moat 
highly, and a stack will probably be erected 
for its treatment along with other copper 
ores of the district. 

*' In spito of tbo tact that they havo only 
been running a short time, tho works ex- 
hibit throughout o. thorough organiz Uion. 
There ia no confusion, every man has his 
work to do and knows it. Many familiar 
faces meet one in going round and wo were 
glad to hear Mr Hendryx oay that he 
would rather employ British Columbians 
than havo to oond uv/ay into hia own 
country for nun, and thia preference of his 
ia highly to be commended. 

" There is an ejccollent boardinc! house 
owned by the company and let to Captain 
Spaulding, and a resident surgeon, Dr. 
Eakin, who has seen aervioe in the U. S 
army, is at hand to attend to the health of 
the community. 

" The magnitude of the operations of thia 
company may be gauged by tho f aot that at 
the time of writing there are 140 men on the 
pay roll and that the daily pay sheet during 
the month of February amounted to Sd50." 

Editorially the same paper remarks : 

" Even now there are to bo found people 
who are not content, who will Bcaroly be- 
lieve their eyes and apparently do not use 
their roaeoning powers. , Theso ask ' Will 
they ho able to got enough oro to keep her 
running?' Tho Slooan mountains, iicrota 
the lake, with their ribs of silver and lead 
aro a sllcDt anBv.er to thia question. Id does 
not appear roaeonubic that hard-hoaded, 
shrowd Amoricaiie, business man of thu 
brightest kind, would epend their thousands 
in kindling such a tiro if they did not know 
where tho fuel was coming from to keep it 
going. Nor does in seem dillicult to dispel 
any doubta upon this (jueation. Divided 
only from tho smelter by a fow niileu of 
calm, deep water uro many mines cnntain- 
ang ores that will not bear tho expense of a 
journey to tho Binolttrs of the United States, 
but which will bring fortunes to their own- 
ers if onon tho oust of transportation can be 
avoided. Here is the opportunity. 

" If tho saving of transportation charges 
ia everything to tho owners of low grade 
ores It IR also n saving of eo uinuy dollars a 
ton to tho owners of high grudo oroa. In 
this arguirienb we have left out the fact that 
the company owns vani; dopooitu of ore iteoif, 
which it is possible they may bo able to) 
work at a profit tbemaelver, but that is 
their own aflfair. On the whole the country 
has reaion to congratulate itself on the ea- 
tafalishment of such a concern in its midst 
aad Ws believe it to he a stop upwards in 
the ladder of our prosperity, and a long 
atep too."

New Yokk, March 22 — Bradstreet's will 
say to-morrow : " Improvement in KeaenJ 
trade ia more marlced, but not generftL'' It' 
ia more conapionona at the larger New Eng- 
land points, notably Boston and Frovideuoe;. 
New York, Pittabnrg, Cinolnnati, Louia- 
ville iind other oentrea along the 
Ohio River valley to St. Louia and 
as far west aa Kansas City. Similar 
repcrta come from Chioogo, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, the first named announcing that 
amaller quantities of 4 per cent, money are 
being oflered, the bmka working steadily 
towards a 5 per oent. baaia, the demand for 
loana continuing to improve and reserves 
being lower than for a year past. From 
other oiiiea a better feeling is reported, 
based on the recently developed strength in 
cotton, wheat and flour. Tho wide- 
spread prevalence of inquiry whether 
thia upward movement is tho beginning 
of a permanent recovery from the 
two years of depression ia of itsolf algnlG- 
caut. Tho exports of wheat, including 
flour as wheat, from both coauts (qua! 
i;,<J98,GS5 bushels thia wotk, or 27,000 
bushels moro than last week, and moro than 
000,000 bushels in excess if tho quantity 
shipped abroad in tho third week of March, 
1894, and moro thsn 200,000 in excess of 
tho total in the Itko week of 1893 Tho in- 
crease as oomnared with tho oorresponding 
period of 1892, ia about 400,000, and with 
1891, moro than 800,000 bushels; thus for 
the lirst timo in many months the weeks' 
exports of wheat and flour have boon in ex- 
cess of correspondiog totals In four preced- 
ing years, 

"No improvement in bnainosa ia reported 
from Halifax tho weather being cold, roada 
bad, and collection slow. Whotcaale trade 
haa improved at Toronto with j'>bbera of 
dry gooda and hardware. The grain market 
ia Btronger, and Ontario millers have been 
reoeivicg whuat from Montreal. The oity 
last named reports an average volume of 
buainesa for the aeaeon. CoUeotiona through- 
out the province of Quebec are fair only, a 
good many ronewala bsing asked for." 

B, G. Dun to-morrow will say : Indica- 
tions of improvements in business grow 
more distinct. The moat obtrusive of them, 
the apeoulative advance in ootton and in 
stoohsi ia the least reliable, nor oan either 
of these be said to nflsob actual improve- 
ment in basineaa conditions. Bailrotd 
earnings are scarcely better, and the specn- 
latioo ia largely based on expectation of 
more effective monopoly in ooal and some 
other produots London waa buying large- 
ly, but is as likely to sell on any riae. Cot- 
ton doea not riae becauao there ia more de- 
mand for goods ; but there ia more demand 
for goods because cotton is dearer. More 
valuable indlo ktions are that the volume of 
domestic trade gains a little, money ia in 
much belter legitimato demand, and the 
forco of banda at work gradually increasea 
in some industries and in othera is restrict- 
ed only by strikes, which are presumably 
temporary. The ihrootened strike of ooke 
workers has been averted by an advance of 
15 per cent, in wages, and the strike in 
building tradeherehasended, the men return- 
ing to work. The volume of business through 
clearing houaea gains a little, being 14 per 
cent, larger than last year, for tho week, but 
22. 1 per cent, less than in 1893. Most cf 
the Increase is at New York, and here aa 
elsewhere it ia partly due to active apoouU- 
tion. 

**Bank,era report a decided increase in 
commercial paper ofTered, and Western 
banks givo evidence of larger demand by 
reduolng balances here. The liubllitiea in 
failnrea for the first two weeks of March 
were, for the first timo in morn than a year, 
larger than a year ago, §7, .372 471 against 
$4,835,140 of lust year's. §4,632,552, being 
of manufacturing conoernB. agniDac §2,3.30,- 
257 laat year ; and 52,674 917 of trading 
conoarna againat $2,446,078 laat year. The 
failures during the past week hive been 278 
in the United States aga^inat 244 l-iat year, 
and 35 in Canada against 50 last year.

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HOW BLANCK DIED. 



His Captors Pumped Ballets Into Him 
as He Approached Hands Up 
and Empty. 

He Made a Desperate Fight but Sur- 
rendered Wben His Bevolver 
Was Empty. 



Skattlb, Maroh 22 —Thomas Blandk, tho 
fugit/ivo murderer whoso death was recorded 
yoaterduy, was tho moat diring, ounning 
doiperndo in the history of tiie Pnoifiu 
Northwoat, though bo only sprang into 
prominenco as suoh in the laat six months. 
In tbnb iihort period he haa twp men's lives 
to his charge, bnt bia past is shrouded in 
auoh mastery that there is no telling how 
many inon ho may have mnrdered before 
ooDilog to the Sound. 

Yesterday afternoon between 4 and 5 
o'olook a man appeared at the farm home of 
James Nelson, about a mile oast of Orillia, 
and asked for aomothing to out. A aubatan- 
tial moul was given "him, and, as Nulaon 
lookofi ut hia visitor, ho waa atruok with hia 
reeoinblanco to 1! anck. Tho man said noth- 
inn. however, that betrayed hia identity and 
after eating loft tho houao in tlio dirf otion of 
Orillia. 

Nelson took tho fjrat opportunity to 
haaten to Orillia. Among the first to got 
the report were Robert Urow aged 21 years, 
and John Sbepiob, aged 43 yoarr, two of 
the men who have been out hunting over 
since the jiil break oouarred. With all pos- 
sible dtepdktoh they armed tbomaelves with 
Winchester 44 calibre repeating rifles and 
made a bee-line up the Northern Pacific 
railroad track. A mile and a quarter north 
from Kent the track baa a gradual curve 
and the two men had jaat passed around 
this when they saw a stranger walking di- 
reotly toward them In the centre of 
the track about 300 yards away. 
B>\ walked along as oool as a oneamber 
and appeared as If be was nob expeotlng 
trouble of any kind. Hia hat was drawn 
down slightly over hia eyes and his bands 
snuDg at bis side without anything of a 
auspicious nature in them. Shepich was a 
few foot ahead of his companion Crow, and 
when the stranger had approaahed within 
leaa than thirty feet he brought bia Win- 
cbeetor rifle to hia shoulder and, covering 
the man's heart, oriod out : 

" Throtv up your hands." 

Tho Btranger paid no attention to the 
command, butlooliod up in a oool manner, 
aa if surprised at tho sight of a death-deal- 
iog rifle, 

" Throw up your hands, I toll you," cried 
oul; Shepich a aeoond time in a stern, com- 
manding tone of voice. 

This urouaed the man, for he stopped and 
in a clear, metallic voice responded : 

" Well, what in — do you wont ?" 

There was not a tiemcr in his voice and, 
althongh by this time young Crow had also 
brought his gun to bear on him, ho did eo: 
show any signs of perturbation. 

Twice bad the mandate gone forth and 
still the man stood with hia bands at his 
aide. The tableau was intensely dramatic, 
but Shepich broke it by crying out a third 
time; 

" Up with those hands. " 

The words had not fairly issued from his 
lins'whsn the stranger, with a movement of 
hb right hand that was as quick as chain 
lightning,- drew a black gun from his hip 
pocket and without apparently taking the 
slightest aim fired point blank in Shepioh's 
face. Then, like a man who means to kill, 
but who has perfect confidence in his own 
oharmod life, be took one etep to the eaat 
and bloz3d away a aecond time at Shepich. 
liy this tirne the obj^sot of bis aim had re- 
covered from hia aurpriao. Tho man 
atill kopt his feet, stepped outside 
tho track to tho east and fired one 
moro shot at Shepich, which did not take 
tffaot. At this point young Crow turned 
looao on tho man with hia Winchester rifle 
and in return got a ahot that paaaed close to 
his right side, but did not touch him. Again 
tho desperate Btranger fired at Crow and tho 
leaden niiasilG clipped past his left side, 
almost touching his body. It wab now a 
pitched battle and both Shepich and Crow 
wore firing as rapidly aa they could pump 
bullela into tho chambers of thoir guns and 
pull tho triggera. Smolio waa arising around 
them and the stranger, as it afterwuidj 
provtd, having fired the last ahot in hia gun, 
plunged down the embankment at tho oust 
side of the track and made for the bushca, 
followed at every jump by buUeta. Lllio 
an ool he wiggled along close to tho 
round to a sort of mound cloae by a slough, 
where he secreted himself in the ruthop. 
Just then Charley Newell, who had ap- 
proached to within about lOO feet of the 
scene of the shooting, was told by Shepich 
to come up and drive the man from hia 
hiding place. Aa Newell came up Shepich 
yelled to the hidden man to come ont from 
behind the mound. Snddenly the man 
showed up asd oame toward the track with 
his bands up in the air. When he reached 
the foot of the embankment Shepich said 
something t-o Crow which the latter did not 
understaod, and commencpd firing. Crow 
also turned loose, as did Newell from hia 
location with a shotgun. Tho object 
of the shots fell to the ground and 
commenced to wiggle, when Crow, 
who thooght ho waa going to make an- 
other oacape, gave him two moro ahota 
from about forty foet distant. Tho proa- 
trato figure lay on tho grcuad and men 
could bo ceen running to tho Eoc-no of the 
tragedy from all dirccuona. Thomas Crow, 
who hud fomo up to within about covonty- 
five y.ardo when tho man fell, ran down to 
where ho liiy and took ofT hia cream colored 
hat to got a view of hia fouturoo. Ab ho 
did ao tile man gave a gaap, hia mouth open- 
ed, hia limba relaxed and death claimed its 
own. 

When tho train arrived last evening at 
7:30 o'clock with tho bsdy of tho murderer, 
the depot waa black with people, and great 
excitement piavailed. A fow mnmonio bo- 
fore tho train pulled in the patrol wagon 
thundered along loaded with twelve police- 
men who kept tho mob bick. 

Whon tho dead wagon arrived at the 
morgue Coroner Askani made an examina- 
tion of the murderer's body and it was as- 
certained that Blanck had been shot seven 
times, throe balls comlog out and four re- 
maining in the body. Ue was ahot in tho 
lobe of the left ear, the ball penetrating the 
brain and ooming out at the center of the 
baok of the neck, soaring the flesh in a yel- 
low streak as it went along the baok before 
plonghhigits way through the clothing. 
Another shot took effoot in the right arm 
near tho shtulder, went through the arm, 
then into tho body, paseinc; through tho 
right lung and coming out just above tho 
right nipple. Another shot entered tho 
right wriat and oanio out at tho forearm. 
This is evidently tho wound that compelled 
him to dri'p liia weapon. Tboro wore throe 
balla in the luck over the riglit lung, none 
of them c:;niini,' Lhrou,ili. There waa uIqo 
auotlier wound from behind in tho loft 
nhouldor, rIio .ving Hint f.nir Ij.illu wore lirod 
into him from behind, throe of whioh would 



h%\a meant instant death. He was com 
pleteiy riddled. .,• ■ 

It waa found thab^'M a preoantion against 
being obot from the rear at long range, 
Blanck had sawn' twenty-two thicknesses of 
horse blanket in the baok^of Us^oe'at. Four 
hullota penetrated this and lodged In the 
flesh. 

County Jailor Monroe has been quietly 
investigating tho origin and creator of the 
famous wooden revolver with which Blanck 
has oroated a diversion that marks a period 
in the criminal history of Seattle, and ho has 
secured abundant evldenco to prove beyond 
tho shadow of doubt that the piatol was 
made in the j»il by Tom Blanck bimaelf. It 
goes to prove thali Blanck had long ago 
sizod up tho various jailers and know almost 
to 11 certainty on whioh man it would bo 
comparatively eafo to woik auoh a bold 
game. It la alao pretty certain that Blanck 
did not trust hia fellow priaonera 
and would take no one into hia confidence. 

Tho beat part of the " fake " gun is mode 
from a piece of broom handle, brooms being 
furnished the prisoners to keep tho oolla 
clean. Tho perfout roundness of thu bnrrolu 
in tho cylinder was aecurcd by first round- 
ing a piaoo of wood about tho cizo of u ,.'!8- 
calibre bullet and working it round back 
and forth in each barrel. A piece of charred 
wood shows how ho blackened tho "gun," 
using also soot from the bottom of a little can 
allowed tho prisoners to heat tea in over a 
gis jot. This was tho final work on the 
gun, but the fioiahing touch, and tho mas- 
ter stroke of deception, was his covering the 
conical wooden balls with t n foil. Tho con- 
trast botvviei the black cuu and thoao ter- 
rible looking bright bullota waa auoh as to 
make the bullota the most prominent tea- 
ture of the " gun," and to Jerry Yerbury 
they must have appeared as large aa Minio 
balla, judging from the alacrity with whioh 
he did all of Tom's bidding.

Keport of the Eastern Eufrlueers on 
the Filter Bed Flans (Submit- 
ted to Them. 



The Coan<^il, With Mr. JorfirensoD, 
WiU Visit Elli Lake on 
Monday MorniagT' 



The report of the Eistern oxperta on the 
filter plans was made pnblio at tho epcoial 
Dieetiog of the city oounoil last night and 
was Qonsidorod bo satisfactory that a vote 
of tbanka to both gentlemen for the excel- 
lent manner they bad done their work was 
paiied. The report reads m followe : 

Toronto, Maroh 11, 1895. 
To Hi" )\'or<>htp tht Mayor and City Ootin- 
cil, Victoria, B.C. : 

Gkntlemen, — In oompllanca with your 
request for a report from us upon the moat 
■uitable plan oat of 14 oompetltive designs 
of proposed filter beds, we bag to say that 
we have examined the plans with the ao- 
coropanying deaoriptions enbmlbtod for onr 
oonsideratioD, and reapeotfully present the 
following report : 

In the otiioial inatructiona sent for our 
guidance it Is etatod that " it ia important 
that tho ho»d should be diminlahed as 
littlo as pcsBlble," that " the daily consump- 
tion at present is about one and a half mil- 
lion gallons," and thot " tho filtering area 
should be Isrge enough to supply a daily 
consumption of about two miltion gulloDS in 
order to provide for a probable increased 
demand." 

We submit with this report two blue- 
print Bohedulee, one being a comparative 
tabulated etateinont of data contained on 
tho plana and in thf3 descriptions of tho 
competitive deaigne, and tho other a com- 
parative tabulated statement of prices of 
the various principal items given by tho 
competitors, to which we have added a 
column of values (for the porposss of oom- 
parieon) as nearly oorreob as it was in our 
power to obtain. 

We find that a number of tho oompotitors 
have either omitted to provide a clear water 
reservoir or have made iaaufficient provision 
in this reapeot ; one has adopted chemical 
treatment ; soma have given no Icvola by 
which any intelligent conoluaioDS could be 
arrived at, and one haa placed hia filter beds 
at such a height that they would bo usoIcbb 
when the lake is at its lowest level, and to 
lower the beds would increase the cost 
materially. 

A namber of the plans possess great merit 
and show eareful stndy on the part of the 
designers, bnt it is to be regretted that some 
of them have apparently attached little im- 
portanoe to the necessity of making ample 
provision for tho storage of the filtered 
water, which la reqalsice for meeting the 
demands of any sudden inoressed or extra- 
ordinary draught upon the mains. 

We notice that in the ofCoial inatruotions 
the area of the waterehed ia given aa 2,177 
acres, excluiive of tho lakes, and that the 
annnal report for 1893 places the average 
raicfall for the past 20 years at 29 66 inches, 
and the minimum rainfall about 18 inches 
While it ia impoBaible from this information 
alone, and without soma knowledge of tho 
nature of the gathering grounds, to eBtimata 
with any degree of accuracy tho amount of 
water which can bo depended upon from 
this Bcurce, yet In our judgment it seema un- 
likely that the city can obtain more than 
about 2.000,000 gallons per day in any year 
when the precipitation may be below the 
average, and in seasons of minimum rainfall 
it appears doubtful if so lari<e a quantity 
would be available. 

After carefully looking over the various 
plans and deaoriptions, taking into consider- 
ation all tho ciroumstances, so far as they 
are known to us, and keeping in view our 
instruotiona, the oonclnaion we have arrived 
at ia that the design bearing the device of a 
" target," appears to us the most simple, 
and as far aa we nnderstand the situation, 
it is capable of being the most cheaply oon- 
Strnoted, and is the most suitable. It ad- 
mits of the greatest possible head of water 
being retained upon the oity mains and pro- 
vides ample clear water storage, thus en- 
abling any of the filter beds to be shut ofT 
and cleaned without appreciably affecting 
the water preeaare in the oity or rendering 
it neceaaary to canatruct additional spare 
filter beds for cleansing purposes. We 
Ihertfore advise you to award iho premium 
to tho design bearing tho dovicu of a 
" target." 

while it is diffiouit, without un intimate 
knowledge of local conditions and piicee, to 
arrive at u fiir approximation of the proba 
bio cqat, yet by taking out the quantities 
independently of tho compotitora' figures 
and opplylng tho values given in tho last 
column of tho echodulo of prices horuwith, 
also CBtimatiog tho neceaaary cofferdam at 
S'i.COO, wo are ef opinion that the plan could 
bo completed in a satiafactory manner lor 
about $80,000. We might, however, re 
mark that the plan appears to us capable of 
modificaliona in eomo respects, by which tho 
coat could be conaiderably reduced. 

We know of no reason for tho propoaod 
extensive alteration in tho location of tho 
existing mains, and would suggest that it 
may he feaaiblo to shorten this alteration by 
carrying tho pipes near the west of the pre- 
sent filter beds. 

A oonsiderable saving oould also be efTeo- 
ted by omitting the 18 inoh layer of broken 
stone in the bottom of the filter beds, as lb 
does not appear to be required. We are un- 
able to aay whether the large amount of 
"rook or cement excavation," provided for 
by thedeaigocr in the clear water reservoir, 
is necessary or not, but if not, a compara- 
tively large saving might be eflectcd in that 
item. For the sake of eoonomy it might 
also be advisable to reduce tho depth of tho 
reservoir, and unless the bottom ia defootivo 
the puddle might bo omitted, and poaailily 
clean gravel might bn found to answer fur 
lining t he reservoir slopea inatead of puddlo 
and concrete, which has been provided for, 
except on tho north side adjoining tho lilior 
beds, w lioro bettor protection may bo neces- 
sary. If, however, this suggestion should 
be found practloablo it will bo noconsary to 
flatten tho slopea. 

Whore filtration is necessary, experionco 
baa ahown that to bo elTcctivo tho rate 
should nob exceed 100 millimotres por 
hour. Only three of the designs submit- 
ted fulfill this condition, but as 
His Worship the Mayor Informs us by tele- 
gram that the "water is comparatively clear 
of sewsse oontamlnation, baoteria or animal 
natter," possibly > higher rata of filtration 



may be admissablo in this case, otherwise 
the filtering area in any plan ultimately 
adopted should bo proportioned to moot tho 
I above condition. 

While we have nob been cilled upon to 
consider tho qucetion of tho capacity of the 
works, we deem it our duty to auggesM that 
before incurring any largo expenditure, 
which appears now to bo contemplated, it 
would seem ndvlaablo to invcBtigate the 
poasibilitiea either of adding to tho water- 
shed or of raising tho lakes so aa to impound 
all tho water that tho drainage area will 
yield, or aa much of itaa practicable. 

We have only to add that before carrying 
tho works into exeoution it is necessary that 
the detalla be carefully studied or rovlaed 
by some competent engineer who ia familioi' 
with the requirements, and after the filter 
beds are construoted they will require in- 
telligent aupervidon to render them efTeo- 
tlva.

MH, .IOKCENSON's UESCIill'TION. 

The sucoeaaful OTmpetitor, Mr. O. Jor- 
genaon, thus desorlbea hia plana : 

In reference to your call for competitive 
plans for filter beds at Beaver lake in con- 
neobion with Victoria waterworks 1 beg to 
submit the accompanying design. 

lb conaists of a system of filter bods, throe 
in number. A, B and C, each with a filtering 
area of 12,000 square feeb and a clear water 
basin or reservoir with a oapaolty of 5,500,- 

000 gallons. 

lb will bo seen from plan 1 that I have 
entirely abandoned the filters at present ex- 
isting ab the oableb of Beaver lake, as I 
found them as well as the dam so defective 
that it, to my mind, would be injudicious to 
attempt to ineoporate them in an effective 
system of filters of increased capacity. Tho 
site, which I have seleoted for my design, ii 
the soBtfaem part of Beaver lake proper, 
whioh in itself forms a basin coveriog about 
two and a half acres. This location affords 
abundant space for the necessary filtsr beds 
and an efficient reservoir. And aa the hot-' 
torn of this bavin naturally is mnoh lower 
than the rocky grousd adjacent to the lake, 
much less excavation wilt be required here 
than in tho eatablhhmenb of filtera of the 
aame extent anywhere in the vicinity, while 
considerable eaonomy oan be exercised in 
the design of walls and dressing of slopes by 
backing these against the shores of the lake. 

TBB DAM. 

Excluding the basin from the upper lake 
is a wall of rubble laid in cement, ib is car- 
ried to an elevation of 114 and Is 5 feet wide 
at the top carrying on its front edge a 2 foot 
high guard wall to meet wave aotion. The 
wall haa a batter of 1 in 10, it reaches from 
shoro to shore, and reata on the rook bottom 
into whioh ib baa bond. A culvert 12 
inches by 18 inchea admits the water to 
OHch filter-bed, its outer opening is covered 
by an inch fish screen while a sluice valve 
controls the flow on the inner side. 

THE FILTER BEDS 

Are three in number of dimensions aa ahown 
on the plan. The fl)or ia formed of good 
" puddle " 1 foot thick and has a slight 
fall towarda the central drain or culvert, 
which extends longitudinally through tho 
centre of each filtering basin. This culvert 
carries over its roof the opon inflow duct, 
over tho sides of which the water li admit- 
ted to the filtering material with alow mo- 
tion. Toil central system is built of brick 
laid in hydraulic oement. The branch 
drains lead into the central onlvert and ex- 
tend rectangularly from this to the aide- 
walls, wherd they have open topped air 
escape pipes riaing to the top of the walls. 
The branch pipes are 6 inoh porous tiles 
(the author has recently examined and test- 
ed a new mannfaoture of this kind from a 
local establishment which promises to give 
a moat satisfactory result), they may be sub- 
Btituted by peiforabed clay tiles 
The filtering qiaterial is arranged 
aa ahown on the plan, it ia 
calculated for an average flow of 12 
cubic feet, or nearly 00 gallons per square 
foot per 24 hoars, which gives each bed a 
capacity of one million^gallons per diem. 

The partition walls* between the filter 
beds are like the dam built of rubble set in 
cement, they measure three feet at top with 
a battor of one in twelve. Tho outer wall 
of filter A follows tha general direction of 
tho shore, this being principally rook moy 
In places aubstitute ths wall, which goner- 
ally needs only a light profile, backed as it 
ia by the puddio and the shore. Tho outer 
wall of filter C reata on tho rock bottom whioh 
hero rises to an elevation of from 98 to lOCi ; 
it ia 1 foot 5 inches at top with a batter if 

1 in 10, and has u bucklnt; of puddio and 
the general filling of tho cutaido part of tho 
reclaimed lake baain. Tho cnibinkmcnb 
fortning tho lower end of the filters has a 
face wall towarda ihean similar to that juat 
mentioned. Built in attdchmout to ihie 
wuU and at tho outlet of ouch of tho central 
gathering culverts of tho filtera ia a nmeonry 
valvo chamber with a fcU,po wall Imvlnt; 
sluices controlled by valvea at dltreronl 
hfiijjhls through which tho water may bo 
admitted to the reservoir. The wall also 
acta ua an overflow weir. Thus tho mode of 
admiealon of water to the reservoir adjusts 
the rate of flow through tho filter beds 
Tho chambers have also a waste pipe with 
a stop valve for the draining of a filter bed 
when desired for cleaning. The embank- 
ment forms the division between the filters 
and the reservoir. 

IHB BESXRVOIR 

covers the romainglog southern part of 
the reclaimed lake baaln. Tho sides 
form a trapeziom, following tho shores 
on wcBt and Routh. Tho bottom area is 
.'Hi. 000 fquaro feot und tho slopea atand at 
tho ruto of 1 to H Whoro tho rook doea 
not reach tho alopo I hia ia cjrricd up by 
earth filliiiK, covijriMl liy a layer of puddio 
I foot o ioohcB thick, whioh iigain ia paved 
with t\ 9 inch covering of coucroto with 
two ribs on tho back sido to give it bond 
with tho puddio. Tho bottom of tho redor- 
voir being reached by exo-ivation in rook 
or hardpan will rcijuiro puddio covering 
only in plocea. A masonry valve-tower uota 
aa (llluonb ohuuibor for the reservoir; 
through tho alulcoa in tho wall tho water 
oan always be drawn from tho most desira- 
ble layers in tho biain and aupplied to the 
mains for distribution. 

In a short wing at tho oast end of the dam 
ia a sluico valve and wuslo weir, from whioh 
tho ovotflow from tho lake is carried off in 
an opon channel. From hero also a supply 
pipe loads to tho reservoir or its t flluent 
obambor for use in emergency. This pipe 
may during construction be brought to con- 
nrot with tlie present 16 inch pipe, while 



another alongside ib can fill the present 12 
iuoh pipe, 

The cost of the whole work is estimated 
by Mr. Jorgonson at £60,81,3. 

Tho preparation of working plana and 
Bpecificationa for going ahead with the work 
was suggested by tho Mayor, but after a 
little discuaslon it was decided to leave the 
matter over until Monday night. The 
Conocll and Mr, Jorgenson will go out to 
the lake at'IO p'elpok on Monday meming 
to inapeob the site of the filter beds. 

A letter waa received from tho City 
Barristers stating that aa plaintiffs 
in tho luit of the Victoria & 
Sidney Railway va. tho City of Victoria, 
havo delivered their atatemenb of claim, it 
is neoetaary for tho city, if the tulb la to bo 
defended, to deliver tho atatemenb of de- 
fence. This suit is In regard to tho demand 
of the city that tho company should pay for 
replacing the trestle at 10. k l*ko by an em- 
bankment. To dispense with a lengthy ex- 
planation and dlBoussion the matter waa laid 
over, tho Mayor in the meantime to see the 
City B»rriatorB. 

A communication from tho Department of 
the Interior, Octawa, was read, this stating 
that in 1889 a form of surrender of a por- 
tion of the forEshore at Ruck Buy had been 
sent to tho oity to cxocute, but had never 
bsoD returned. Tho patent in favor of the 
oity for the laud in qucation was discovered 
to be on the wrong form of grant, and in or- 
der to have a proper grftPt made tho release 
must be executed. 

The MaVOU said ho would have the mat- 
ter attended to. The documents were in 
the Treasurer's office, but ho did not know 
before where they were. 

The returns of the by-lawa sleotions were 
read and filed. 

The finance committee were*^ granted $431 
out of general revenue, and a requisition 
from tile sohool trnsteea for $350 was passed. 

Ald Bbaqo's motion to call for tenders 
for ooal for electric light purposes was 
amended to gab tenders for coal for all civic 
purposes, and was thus passed.

" No person shall place or caused to be 
placed any goods, wares, merchandiso or 
other articles, upon or over any street or 
public sidewalk ; but this proviaion shall 
not interfere with the reasonable and ex- 
peditious use of a portion ot a street or 
sidewalk for talcing in or delivery of mer- 
chandise or other goods." 

His WoBamp remarked that if the mo- 
tion passed -the oommiisionera would not 
make fisi) of one and fowl of another, bub 
would make a olesn sweep all round. 

Ald. M0LEI.LAN did not think it was well 
to bo too strict in the present hard times. 

Mosb of the oounoil, however, were in 
favor of putting a stop to people blockading 
part of tho atreota, and the motion waa 
carried. 

A motion to authorl/.e tho calling for tend- 
era for tho complotion of tho electric light 
extension was moved by Aid. Bragg, and 
carried after It was explained that tho plane 
for tho work would bo submitted to tho 
council before tho tenders were called for. 

The payment of the aooounts of J. Rob- 
ortBOD, §10, and F. Robinson, S.'iCO, for 
work on electric light plant, waa author- 
h'.i. The architect's hill for SiT.'S 55, and 
R, Dlnadalo's hill of Sl,077 wore laid over. 

The eleotrio light by-law was re-conaid- 
ered and finally paaaed.

The ^German Emperor A.iks Generous Pro- 
vlson for Those Who Have fought 
for tbQ Fatherland. 

BsRLm, March 22. — The decree which it 
was announced yesterday wonld be issued 

by tho Kalaor upon the occasion of tho 
98th birthday of Emporor William I was 
promulgated to-day. It ia addrcBEod to 
Chancellor Hohenloho, who is charged with 
formulating and submitting to tho reiohs- 
tag tho propopals |biiFed upon His 
MujeBty's rocomniendatlonB and also 
witn executing tho detalla of tho 
measure. After eulogizing tho reign of bia 
grandfather, tho Iv.iiporor eiproaaea hia 
recognition of tho nuceBsity and juutioo of 
making eomo proviaion for tho mpn who, 
under tho old I'jinperor, atiikod their Uvea 
and health for tho Fatherland. In pursu- 
ance of tho course indicated Hia Majesty 
expresses a desire that all otUoers, Burgeons, 
ollicials and men of tho army and navy who, 
in oonsffiuenoo of wounds received in 1870 
and 1871 or by reason of other injuries 
received at other timos while in 
tho service, have not been adequately pro- 
vided for in the computation of their pen- 
aioni>, ahall have tho dlfTercnoo made up to 
them. Ho also recommended that non-com- 
missioned ofBoera and men who honorably 
participated in the war of 1870 71, or in the 
war of the German states prior to 1870, who 
are now needy, be provided with assistance 
henceforth, earnestly wishing to manifest 
tho gratitude of the fatherland toward such 
of the class mentioned aa are now iadigont.
